A grant of not more than $15 
for a cup for the Newmarket re- 
volver club, for police and fire- 
men competition was suggested 
by Reeve Dr. L. W. Dales and 
supported by Councillor W. \V.

Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd said that 
the town was being asked to put 
up $10 towards a cup for the 
Newmarket-Aurora mercantile 
hockey finals. He had been told, 
he said, that Aurora had agreed 
to give $10 if Newmarket would 
do likewise. 

"My experience is that $10 will 
buy a good cup for competition," 
said Dr. Boyd. "I would suggest 
that we give $5 and that Aurora 
give $5 for the hockey cup, and 
that we give $10 for the revolver 
cup. Fifteen dollars would buy 
the two cups." 

"Better leave that until the 
grants p*c decided for the bud- 
get," said Councillor Wm.

Slight Injury To Milk In Pas- 
teurization Discounted 
By Dr. Wesley 

Does pasteurization affect the 

nutritional value of milk? Dr. J. 

H. Wesley, M. O. H., answered 

| this question for The Era this 

week. 

"The question of the merits 
and demerits of the pasteuriza- 
tion of milk and of its value as a 
food, has long been a controver- 
sial subject," said Dr. Wesley. 
"A large part of the milk sold in 
this province at the present time 
is pasteurized, and the question 
as to whether such pasteurization 
by a heating process seriously 
diminishes the nutritive value of 
milk is obviously one of serious 
social importance. 

"In 1934 n special committee 
was appointed in Great Britain, 
consisting of government depart- 
ments, the medical research coun- 
cil, and the milk marketing 
boards, to investigate the ques- 
tion thoroughly and decide what 
effect posteurization had on the 
nutritive value of milk. A large 
number of rats were used in 
laboratories for the experiment 
and some were fed on pasteurized 
and some were fed on raw milk, 
with the following findings: 

"1. Pasteurization has no in- 
jurious* effect on the calcium or 
potassium minerals as contained 
in milk. 

"2. Pasteurization has no effect 
on the food value or the digest- 
ibility of the proteins contained 
in milk. 

"3. The vitamin A and carotone

' "In yiew of the grave -danger 
of infection of the human being 
by many diseases, this compara- 
tively slight effect of pasteuriza- 
tion on the nutritive value of 
milk, forms a powerful argument 
In favor of the universal pasteur- 
ization of milk as a public health 
measure.

ACT OF GOD 

Dr. T. T. Shields says that the burning ot his 
Toronto church was an "act of God." Another 
minister says that defective wiring, not God, 
should be held responsible. But then didn't God 
make the electrician or the church officials who 
neglected to have the wiring checked over? 
Another minister says that "act of God" is 
undefined in the "shorter catechism" and that he 
therefore would not venture to define it. But 
lawyers have rushed in where clerics fear to 
tread. In legal parlance an "act of God" is any- 
thing beyond the control of man. 

Lawyers Say 

For instance, in a well-known legal case, a man 
had dammed water up on his property, and a very 
violent storm, described by a witness as the 
heaviest within human memory, carried away the 
cams and did damage to bridges farther down the 
stream. An action was brought and the court 
held that the owner of the broken dam was not 
liable because he had not been negligent and 
the accident was due directly to the act of God. 
Transports, for instance, arc responsible for any 
loss of the goods entrusted to them, save only 
when it is due to the act of God or of the king's 
enemies. In explanation of this a judge says: "A 
common carrier is not liable for any accident as 
to which he can show that it is due to natural 
causes directly and exclusively without human 
intervention, and that it could not have been pre- 
vented by any amount of foresight and pains and 
care reasonably to have been expected from him." 
Another judge says: 'The law presumes against 
the carrier, unless he shows it was done by the 
king's enemies, or by such an act as could not 
happen by the intervention of man, as storms, 
lightning, and tempests." An "act of God," said 
) this judge, is "something in opposition to the act 
/ ot man."

Russia Avoids Criticism 

May we make one more comment? It is 
interesting to find that in the democratic coun- 
tries Russia is not considered a dangerous, mili- 
tary dictatorship. Hitler, Mussolini and the 
militarists in Japan talk of the threat of com- 
munism, and speak of Russia as a monster ready 
to strike. Strangely, however, even the most 
pronounced anti-communists in this country, in 
France, in Britain and the United States seem to 
agree that Russia is not interested in territorial 
aggression but only in holding her own. Russia 
seems to be in the control of a ruthless dictator, 
and yet it is taken for granted that Russia's 
interests put her in the democratic camp. Never- 
theless, Russia's huge armaments are used in 
fascist countries as evidence of Russia's war-like 
intentions, and any British- American two-for-one 
program would be used in the same way. 



WHY GO TO CHURCH? 

Why do people go to church? The Stouffville 
Tribune states that rural people are better church- 
goers than city people, and argues that this is 
not just because farmers are kept by the chores 
from taking long trips on Sundays. The Tribune's 
homely philosophy is based on a wood-bee at 
Wesley church, Vandorf. If men take the trouble 
to help saw the wood for their church, it is 
logical that they arc going to attend and enjoy 
the fruits of their own work.

The license plates 
on the car were issued for an- 
other car belonging to Mr. Teas- 
da'* ** 

"My mr was being repaired at 
the garage so I transferred the 
plates to another car of mine for 
which I hadn't obtained plates," 
stated Mr. Teasdale. 

A fine of S10 and costs, or ten 
days, was imposed on Harry j 
Teasdale. The charge against 
Blake Vanzant was withdrawn. 

Provincial Constable Howard 
Jackman staled he stopped a 
truck on Yonge St. driven by 
Walter Langley, Orillia. Mr. 
Langley had a 1937 chauffeur's 
license but had failed to obtain one 
for 1938, the constable said. 

The magistrate reduced the 
charge to section 73 and the 
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accused was fined $2 and costs, 
or two days. 

Arthur Carr, 21, King town- 
ship, pleaded guilty to a charge 
of breaking and entering, and 
theft of a pair of skis from the 
house of Mrs. S. Happonen, near 
Schomberg. The information was 
amended to read the offence was 
committed "by day." 

"On information received from 
Schomberg, I investigated the 

case and found a pair of skis. 

harness and poles in the accused's 
car/' testified Constable Aubrey 
Fleury. "I took the skis to To- 
ronto, where they were identi- 
fied by Mrs. Happonen as belong- 
ing to her. The skis had been 
left in her summer home near 
Schomberg. 

"At first Arthur Carr said the 
skis were taken by another boy.

The father 
also pleaded for his son on the 
ground that both the boy'F 
grandmother and mother had 
died in their twenties because of 
a hcreditarv disease and he fear- 
ed for the boy.

questioned the magistrate. 

"He does odd jobs. In the 
summer he does farm work an^ 
in the winter he cuts ice anr 1 
does the work in the house," 
answered Mr. Carr. 

"I will remand the boy one 
week in custody for sentence." 
ordered Magistrate Woodliffe. 
"The skis are to be returned to 
their proper owner." 

Jordan Sullivan, Toronto, sta- 
ted that it was just through 
carelessness that he hadn't 
obtained his 1938 operator's 
license.

His speed sometimes was as j 
high as 70 miles an hour and 
averaged 65. 

A fine of $15 and costs, or ten 
days, was imposed on Mr. Lind- 
say.

"I keep the ice-chisel and axe 
locked in the fish-house, all of, 
which I bought from Mr. Ander- j 
son last winter," stated W. J.

could paint it, and for him to fix J 
the window which he had] 
promised to do. ■ 

'The fish-house is on the icei 
near Keswick now. I leave the 
sleigh in Lampton's barn. I got 
a new lock for the shack this 
winter and only Ed. Lampton and 
myself have keys for it. Mr. 
Anderson had a key for the old 
lock and he used the hut a lot 
for fishing. On Wednesday, Feb. 
10, Lloyd Palmer and I were up 
fishing. We locked the hut be- 
fore we came home and the axe 
and chisel were inside. We came 
back on Sunday and the two tools 
were missing, and the sleigh was 
gone from the barn. The lock 
nad not been touched. I haven* 
seen any of the articles since."' ■ 

Constable Fleury said he in- ■ 
vestigated the case and M? j 
Anderson told him the sleigh »w j 
his. and that he bad lent thai 
chisel to some Sedore on the lake , 
but he wouldn't tell how he ob-« 
rained the tools. Constable Fleury | 
stated thci-e seemed to he some 
grievance against changing the 
locks. Mr. Anderson also claimed 
a partnership with Mr. Mugford. 

Lloyd Palmer testified that the 
shack was padlocked uhen they 
left it after fishing on Feb. 11 and 
that when they returned the door 
was still locked but the tools 
were missing. 

Stanley Anderson stated he 
sold the fish-house to Mr. Mug- 
ford for $10 on condition that he 
could use the shack and Mr. 
Mugford was to get the use of 
the sleigh, axe and chisel. He 
went up and found a new lock 
on the door, so he removed the 
screws from the door and took 
away his tools. He also got the 
sleigh out of the barn and took 
it home. 

"This man claims he owns the 
axe, chisel, and sleigh, and that 
he was to have the use of the 



house for fishing," stated the 
magistrate in dismissing the case.

The first of a series of Lenten 
sermons was preached at the 
United church last Sunday even- 
ing, the topic being 'The positive 
side of our Christian faith."

'•In 1011 the city of Toronto sub- 
mitted their by-law for their share 
of the expenditure, which was pas- 
sed l»y a substantial majority. The 
traffic conditions surrounding the 
city of Toronto were repellent to 
the* city taxpayer. In the same 
yoar York county raised their 
share towards the construction of 
roads. The formers in the north of 
the county distrusted the arrange- 
ment and were exempt from any 
cost of debenture* by a by-law of 
•the county council. According to 
the final agreement with the city. 
the commission wa* composed of 
I three appointees from the county 
of York, namely R. J. Bull, W. It 
Pugsley and the Hon. Oeorge 8. 
Hunry; two appointee* from the 
city, namely J. J. Want and Uonel 
It. Clark and one representative

"A word or appreciation uttwt b* 
nahl to n watchful and sympatheilc 
provincial government Uutf stood 
by a* an advisor and cotmsellor 
Irgallilng each step a* It «M, 
decided upon, U ts a source of 
satisfaction to havo developed by 
municipal control a great public 
utility and to have the government 
of the province front time to time 
Increase their subsidy to county 
commissioner* arid to township 
roads. Perhaps It would not he out 
of place to review the matter of 
subsidy to these suburban commis- 
sions nt the present time. 

"The county road commissions 
cannot bo Improved upon from a 
representative standpoint. The 
city and the county on the Toronto 
and York Roads commission have 
two representatives each, with a 
chairman chosen by the four. So 
both city and county have respons- 



ible government and equal right*. 
An added touch of fairness is 
provided t&at the -weakest municip- 
ality In the scheme Is able to take 
the initiative in annual expendit- 
ures, and 30 the county with its 
finger on the financial post 
of the rural taxpayer is able 
to estimate his tax - paying 
ability and this being decided by 
his representatives la council, the 
city and the province arc compelled 
to raise their share of the total ex- 
penditure. 

"And so the comer-stone of this 
perfect system of financing Is 
based on the willingness of the 
poorest municipality to contribute 
as It is financially able and any 
change in this picture ts hostile to 
the interest* of all and to suggest 

a central arrangement for road 
levy and control would seriously 
disrupt the contentment and 
security of the rural taxpayer. It 
does not seem fair, that an intel- 
ligent and far-seeing government 
knowing the history of this country 
and acknowledging the wrongs of 
central control previous to 1S49. 
would allow the hysterical public, 

harassed by financial burdens, to 

discharge their control of toads 
which later in their sane moments 

they will clamor In no uncertain 

manner to get back. 

"Be it remembered that all 
government fund3 are public funds, 
and a lesson should be derived 
from the cose of the ostrich, hiding 
its head in the sand, convinced that 
it* enemies cannot see it or capture 
It, because St cannot see them. So 
the city and the county taxpayer 
asking for central control will not 
see his direct tax for roads on his 
tax bill, but will be surprised to 
find that it has caught up to him in 
other ways and the only difference 
is he has lost his interest In the 
control of these expenditures. He 
has sold his municipal birthright 
for a mess of pottage and now 
finds himself hungry for some say 
again. The municipal tax.ncyer >.il! 
soon feel that he has been victim- 
ized and turn upon the central 
control authorities. To show the 1 
care and consideration thu; has j 
been given to the financial de- 
mands requested from the city, let 
me compare over a period of five 
years the percentage of a mill that 
the city and the county have con- 
tributed in the same year, keeping 
in mind the city may be asked to 
contribute up to one-half mill on 
their assessment:

"This a lot of money to have been 
raised without protest from tha 
taxpayer and Justifies the present 
administration of county roads In 
the matter of control and financ- 
ing. 

"May I qualify Mr. Cameron's 
first axiom by suggesting that 
those who benefit by Improved 
road* should pay -towards their 
construction and maintenance In 
the same proportion ns they 
benefit. And from a study of com- 
munity service a n il financial 
revenue, there must bo readjust- 
ments of contribution, relieving 
direct taxation and expecting the 
motor-ear and transport owner Io 
pay more. And It is to he expected 
that tho provincial government 
that controls nil revenue of all 
roads may have to sit In and con- 
tribute more largely. 

"Heads expenditures should be 
made only on current revenue. 

"That tho provincial highways 
department should only construct 
imd maintain a limited number of 
roads, leaving to the county com- 
mission* the Keneml build-up of 
loeul nmds and suburban road*.

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My reaction to the new pro- 
gram of studies in our public 
schools has been very favorable. 
But I have felt that it had been 
launched too suddenly, causing 
ground for dissatisfaction among 
the parents. The teachers have 
been required to make rapid 
changes in their methods. I have 
feared the opposition which 
might arise and threaten the suc- 
cess of the new ways. 

There have been scattered 
objections of a mild nature. But 
the program is unfolding as the 
year passes. The difficulties of 
the first few months have grad- 
ually disappeared. Parents see 
their children starting to make 
beautiful and useful little things 
and are pleased. Teachers have 
got the swing of things. 

The other evening it was our 
privilege to hear the program 
explained at Oak Ridges school 
by Inspector Carlton. The teach- 
ers, trustees, parents and rate- 
payers from a half dozen sections 
were represented at a meeting 
(■ailed for the purpose of explain- 
ing the new program, grants and 
other matters. We have heard 
addresses on the new program; 
we have studied the booklet pub- 
lished by the department of 
education; and we have taken 
part in study groups on the sub- 
ject. But this was the first 
time the majority of the people 
in our own section have had an 
oonortunitv to discuss the pro- 
gram publicly. 

I think I was even more Im- 
pressed by Inspector Carlton's 
patient explanation of school 
grants. This is the first time in 
my recollection that my neigh- 
bors have had an opportunity to 
really learn about some problem 
of importance in local govern- 
ment. Of course, there is the 
municipal nomination, if one can 

endure a long afternoon of bick- 
ering and political jockeying in 
the hone of gleaning a few mor- 
sels of knowledge. But here 
was an informed official pre- 
senting an impartial description 



of school grants. 

When we have information 
about the basic methods of 
government, we shall be in a 
position to handle the present 
machinery and move forward 
into new fields of political 
achievement. If some issue can 
be used to bring the people to 
another such meeting next year, 
the Oak Ridges affair should be 
made an annual event; and simi- 
lar meetings should be held 
everywhere. 

If no one else arranges such 
meetings, it becomes the task of 
Siich people as school inspectors 
to do so. But it would be even 
more encouraging and more val- 
uable if local neoplc would pro- 
vide the initiative.

institute held at Pickering % Col- 
lege last Saturday. 

**The M.P.'s are not much im- 
pressed with the idea of doing 
anything for the farmers." said 
Mr. McCready. "They don't sense 
the real needs of the country. 
We need more Agnes MncPhails. 

"Agriculture must be made 
more profitable. At the present 
time there is an unbalanced state 
of affairs. Rtiral teachers receive 
about $500 a year, while city 
teachers are paid $1,501). A farm- 
hand gets about $25 per month, 
whereas the city milk-driver 
earns $35 a week. 

"Things are in such a bad con- 
dition because of the failure to 
have the right kind of schools. 
The department of education 
could issue pamphlets monthly 
or quarterly to tell the people 
what is going on in educational 
work In other parts of the world. 
and thus spread the best Ideas,*' 
said Mr. McCready. 

"At the present time no leader- 
ship is given in adult education 
by the education department. 
Years ago many young men 
attended the rural schools dur- 
ing the winter months. Some of 
these men later became well 
known in tho business world.** 

In the opinion of Mr. McCready, 
winter training schools should be 
provided for young people, and 
they should also be enabled to 
attend winter classes at the 
universities without matricula- 
tion standing. Since they are 
engaged in agricultural work for 
a large portion of the year, they 
should be given some recognition. 

"School fairs are becoming 
competitive instead of co-opera- 
tive, 1 * he said. "The principle of 
the fairs is very unsound. Very 
often the exhibitis have been 
prepared by the parents instead 
of the pupils. The judges say 
there is always some crooked 
work. 

"The study group movement in 



Sweden," was discussed by Grace 
Anderson. Miss Anderson at- 
tended the folk high school, at 
Brunswick, Sweden, for ten days 
last summer. The high school is 
sponsored by the Trades Union 
International of Sweden. The 
c^Kn^i h as accommodation for 200 
students. 

"The Swedish people are very 
interested in the study of the 
English language,** explained 
Miss Anderson. "1 was very 
much impressed by their knowl- 
edge of other countries. They 
knew far more about Canada 
than I knew about Sweden. 

"Oslo has as many newspapers 
and book-stores with its quarter 
of a million population as London 
with its seven million people. The 
works of Dickens and Ramsay 
McDonald translated into the 
Swedish language are very pop- 
ular. 

"Th« Q "dal Democratic party 
control 135 out of 165 seats in the 
Swedish parliament. The motto 
is: in spite of our differences, 
we all have to live in the same 
country.* This party sponsors a 
higher grade of politics. They 
honor their word and keep their 
promises. Many parks, club- 
houses, nnd halls throughout the 
country are owned by the party* 
and used for their own purpose. 

"In Sweden the architecture of 
the houses is copied for the* 
schools so the younger children 
won't find so great a change, 
said Miss Anderson,
